The Constitution yesterday morning pre- 
pented to J. B. Jones, of Macon county, a 
check for $500, the amount offered by The 
Constitution for the capture of Sam Holt

A. Hemphill on having been shown the ré- 
ceipt for the negro which was given to Mr. 
Jones by the sheriff of Coweta county.

Jones told an interesting story of the cap- 
ture of the negro, and said that but for the 
aid furnished him by The Constitution he 
would not have been able to capture Holt.

He expressed gratitude to The Constitu- 
tion for its liberality in offering such a 
large reward for the capture of the negro, 
and said it was appreciated by the people 
in the section where the crime was Ccom- 
mitted. 

Invall Mr. Jones received $1,100 in Atlanta 
yesterday for the capture of the negro. 
In addition to the $0 paid him by The 
Constitution, the state, through Governor 
Candler, paid him $500 and Mr. Jacob Haas, 
of the Capital City bank, paid him $100. - 

Later in the day he collected $250.as the 
reward offered by the people of Coweta 
county. This caused the total amount of 
money received by him yesterday to be 
$1,350, 

Mr. Jones Reaches Atlanta. 

The captor of Tom Wilkes, alias Sam 
Holt, reached Atlanta yesterday morning 
from Newnan, Ga., where he turned over 
the prisoner to the sheriff ef Coweta eoun- 
ty on the previous day. He was accom- 
panied by,the town marshal of Griffin and 
others, who aided in the safe conveyance 
of the negro, to the jail of Coweta county. 

Immediately upon reaching the city Mr. 
Jones and his companions visited The Con- 
stitution office where they were received. 
The members of the party told a thrilling 
tale of the journey with Tom Wilkes from 


Marshallville where his arrest was effected, , 


through Macon and Griffin, and finaily to 
Newnan, where a receipt was taken for the 
safe delivery of the negro to the sheriff of 
the-county. 

Mr. Jones warmly praised the part that

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had been taken in the affair by The Con- 
Stitution, He stated that owing to the 
thorough manner in which The Constitu- 
tion had followed up the-~chase for the 
past twelve days that he and his friends 
had. been able to finally locate the strange 


_hegro who had recently appeared in the 


neighborhood, as the murderer or Alfred 
Cranford, and the assailant of his wife. 

“We are all grateful to The Constitution,” 
said Mr. Jones, ‘‘nct only for the handsome 
reward offered soon after the chase began, 
but for all the paper has done to effect the 
Capture ofthe negro.’’ 

Reward Is Collected. 
Upon presenting the receipt for Sam 
Wilkes, signed by the sheriff of Coweta 
county, a check for $00 was handed -by 
Colonel W. A. Hemphill to Mr. Jones. The 
Captor of the negro again thanked The 
Constitution for the generous reward, 
Which had been so promptly paid. 

Part of the money received from The 
Constitution and other sources had been 
promised by Q@r. Jones to the members of 
the party who had aided him in landing 
the negro in the Coweta county fail. 

It had been stipulated in the offer by The 
Constitution that ‘Sam ‘Hoit be turned 
over upon his arrest, either ‘to the sher'ff 
of Coweta county or to the sheriff of Ful- 
ton county. The requirements were com- 
plied with in the arrest, and there was no 
hesitancy on the part of Phe Constitution 
In presenting Mr. Jones with a check for 
$500. 

The State Fays Its $500. 


Soon after reaching the cry, . Mr. J. B. | 


Jones went to the state capitol, where he 
called upon the governor. The receipt from 
the sheriff of Coweta county was presented, 
but Governor Candler felt at first that the 
facts of the arrest would have to be inves- 
tigated before the $500 offered by the_state 
could be paid. 

The chief executive stated that the ques- 
tion before him was’ one merely of fact: 
the state in its offer had made the condi- 
tion that upon the arrest of Sam Holt he 
be turned over to the sheriff of Fulton or 
Coweta county. There could be no doubt 
that the requirements were complied with 
in fa@, but in the governor's mind there 
was some doubt whether the spirit had been 
complied with. He did not believe that 
any collusion extsted between the captors 
of the negro, the mob or the sheriff, but he 
preferred to hold the matter up for a time 
to fully investigate jt. 

Mr. Jones was. notified to return to the 
capitol during the afternoon, and at 2 
o'clock he again ealled on the governor. 

The facts and circumstances of the ar- 
rest were gone over again in full and 
Governor Candler issued a warrant on the 
state treasury for the amount offered by 
the state for the arrest of Holt. 


Governor Candler Talks. 

Governor Candler stated yesterday® 

“T was satisfied beyond doubt that Mr. 
Jones had acted throughout in good faith, 
when I learned that he and his party had 
purchased tickets from Marshalville to At- 
lanta. It was evidently the first intention 
of the captor to bring his prisoner on to 
the Fulton county jail, where he would 
have been practically safe from the hands 
of the mob. 

“It seems that the unexpected identifica- 
tion which took place at Macon and at 
Griffin prevented the trip to Atlanta from 
being completed, and the party were com- 
pelled to beg the mob which was met on 
the way to desist until the jail of Coweta 
country was reached. It seems to have 
been the last hope of the captors to bring 
the prisoner to safety.”’

Jones’s Story of the Arrest. 

Mr. Jones told an interesting story of the 
capture and the journey of the. negro to 
Newnan, 

Mr. Jones said the neero’s name was not 
Hose or Holt, but was Tom Wilkes. 

The negro who was burned Sunday, 
said Mr. Jones, was Holt or Hose, as he 
was known, but that was not his real 
name. His name was Tom Wilkes. He 
Was born and reared near Marshallville, 
where I live, which is about sixty miles 
below Macon. 

Wilkes’s mother Hives at this place. 
Her name is Harriet Wilkes-Miller. The 
negro, Wilkes, came to her house about 
five days. before him on 
Saturday night. 

He is well known in the community. 
When he arrived there he was easily 
recognized by the description in The 
Constitution. He wore some-of the 
clothes which he had on when_he left 
the Cranford homestead. 

We knew he was in hiding at his moth- 
er’s house, although he was rather shy 
and kept out of sight as much as possi- 
ble. We kept a close watch on him, 

Plans Were Well. Laid. 

We )aid our plans to arrest him on 
Saturday night, because We heard that 
he was Iaaking prepgsraiions to leave the 
community. So on that night we knew 
he was going along a certain road. My 
brother and I stationed ourselves on 
either side of the road and -waited for 
him. There was a negro in the commu- 
nity who helped us. | 

The two came down the road together, 
and as they came opposite the place in 
the road where we were hiding a signal 
which had been agreed upon was given. 
The negro who helped us, and was walk- 
ing with Wilkes, laid his hands upon

He refitted the idea that it was the south 
that was the worse section in the lynch- 
ings. He spoke of the way that the ne- 
groes should be taught‘to regard the crime 
committed so often by them, and said that 
the men over them should be men who 
would constantly insist on their moral 
training.

DR. HAL JOHNSON’ TALKS. 


Leader of the Pursuing Crowd Tells of 
His Efforts To Capture the Fiee- 
ing Negro. 

Dr. Hal Johnson, who was elected cap- 
tain of a posse of 190 citizens in Pajmetto 
on the night of the Cranford murder, to fol- 
low the eScaped negro who had committed 
the deed, was in the city yesterday. He 
had been, he said, on the trail of the crim- 
inal for tweive days, and during that time 
had had little more than four hours’ sleep. 
At the time of the capture of Tom Wilkes, 
on the Flint river, Saturday evening, Dr. 
Jehnson was following the right trail in 

the swamp only ten miles away. 

His pursuit of. the fleeing negro took in 
Sharpesburg, Turin, Hollandsville, Zebulon, 
Meansville, Culloden and Muzella. At the 
last place named he overran Wilges and re- 
turned a distance, covering the greater part 
of Houston county. Here the trail was lost 
for a time and Dr. Johnson weturned to 
Muzella, found the trail and followed 
down the Flint river to within four mlies of 
Marshalville, on the Southwesiern raiiroad, 
where he heard Wilkes was captured Sat- 
urday night.

Washington, April 24.~(Special.)—This hat 
been Geurgia day at the office of _ the di- 
rector of the census. The liveliest kind of 
a fight has been on there over the d’stri- 
bution of the census spoils for Georgia 
and the result’ of it all is the appointment 
of six democrats and five republicans as 
district supervisors. At the outset it 
looked as if the republicans might be able 
to get everything, for they put in a claim 
for all the places and backed it by all 
the influence of the party organization; 
but in th= end they were compelled to take 
a minority of the places, Governor Mer- 
riam deciding agaist Marshal Johnson and 
the other leaders. Marshal Johnson-is here 
and so are Senator Clay and Congressmen 
Livingston, Howard, Tate, Adamson and 
Lewis. The republican chairman was 
backed in his position. by Register Lyons 
and Colonel Bill Pledger, and, of course, 
as a matter of politics they made a play 
to secure everything that could possibly be 
had. 

How It “Jas Settled. .' 

The republican leaders coziended that as 
their party is in power they are entitied 
to all the patronage growing out of the 
census ang they wanted all eleven of the 
district supervisors to which Georgia is 
entitled... They put their claim most vigor- 
ously. They were met by the-contention on 
the part of the democrats that the super- 
‘visors ought all be democrats because the 
republican party is a party in name only 
so far as Georgia is concerned. Senators 
Bacon and Clay announced that they would 
indorse a democrat for each district, leav- 
ing it to the members of congress to say 


for his district who the man should be. 
And they did. The director was m¢#t, 
therefore, by the republican demand Cite

WILDE’S PROTEST CAME TOO LATE 
Naval Commander Denies That Gener- 

al Miller Took Iloilo. 

Washington, April 24.—Captain @ F. F. 
Wilde, United States navy, of the United 
States steamship Boston, has 
against the promotion of Coionel Miller to 
be a hbrizadier general as a rewarl for 
the capture of Loilo. It appears that this 
capture was effected entirely by naval 
forces under the command of Captain 
Wilde, ard that it was not until after the 
capture had been effected that the place 


to that time had had nothing to do with 
its capture. The action ig indorsed by Ad- 
miral Dewey. ; 

Captain’ Wilde’s protest comes too late to 
be effective, as Colonel Miller was pro- 
moted a brigadier general February 15th 
in recognition of~his services in the capture 
of lloilo, and was retired in that grade 
March. 22d by operation of law on account 
of age. He was in command of the expe- 
dition sent from Manila for the capture of 
lloilo, and the cruisers Boston and Petrel 
were. sent with him to render assistance. 

While the vessels of the expedition were 
lying off the port the natives began to 
strengthen their forces and fired several 
shots at the Petrel, which vessel was an- 
chored nearest the shore. The commander 
of that small warship asked and received 
permission of Captain Wilde, of thre Boston, 
to respond. <At this time, according to na- 
val advices. General Miller's army trans- 
ports were far out in the roadsted. With- 
out. waiting for the coming up of General 
Miller, the two warships opened fire on 
the shore batteries and soon had them si- 
lenced. Aeutenant Niblack, of the Bos- 
ton. landed with a battalion of marines 
and sailors and took possession of the 
town. They captured the insurgents flags 
on the governor’s house and on the batter- 
ies, and turned the city over to General 
Miller on his arival an hour‘ or so later. 
Tiey kept the captured flags, however, in 
spite of General Miller’s demand for them. 
This is the naval story of the battle of 
Tlotlo, : 

The official report ofthat engagement 
first received in Washington, was made to 
General Miller at the war, department, and 
simply announced the surrender of that 
city @o the American forces, under his 
command without. going into particulars. 
Acting upon this report, and in view of 
the fact that General Miller had but a few 
more weeks to serve on the active list, the 
president appointed him to a vacancy then 
existing in the list of brigadier generals. 
He is now on his way home from Manila, 
and is expected to reach San Francisco in 
a few days.

OTHER TROOPS NEARBY ARE HEALTHY 


Nearly One-Fifth of the Enlistel1 Men 
at Pinar del Rio Are Sick with 
Fever and the Men Are 
Lonesome and Home- 
sick. 


Havana, April 24.—There have been 
twenty deaths from typhoid fever among 
the members of the Eighth United. States 
cavalry, stationed at thé city of Puerto 
Principe, and 103 cases all told are reported. 
The persistence of the disease cannot be 
explained. The camp is p:tched on a slop- 
ing ground about three miles from the 
town and the tent floors are fully thirty- 
six inches above the ground.’ The water 
is taken from a creek that flows througn 
the camp, but none of it is used unless 
it has been both filtered and boiled. All 
Camp refuse is cremated each day. 

The tent floors are displaced once every 
twenty-four hours and the sites exposed 
to the sun and disinfected with’ l.me. 

Captain Hickey, of the governor general's 
staff, who recently visited the camp, de- 
scribed it as the best camp he had ever 
seen. ; 

Nevertheless despite the extraordinary 
precautions taken, the fever steadily in- 
creased until a few ddays ago. Now there 
is a turn for the better and the convales- 
cents outnumber the new cases. 

On the other slope of the ridge the’ Fif- 
teenth United States infantry is encamped, 
and there is not a single case of typhoid. 

One hundred and ninety-three out of 1,100 
enlisted men in the city of Pinar del Rio 
are sick. There are (fifty-nine cases of 
malaria, though forty-five of these are of 
mild type. Eight companies of the Fifth 
infantry and four troops. of the Seventh 
eAvalry are stationed at that point, 
owing: to the prevalent sickness it is a Ione- 
some camp, and the men are discouraged.

The afternoon newspapers contain few 
comments on Captain Coghlan's remarks 
and they generally take a calm view of the 
after dinner speech and consider the inci- 
dent’ closed, particularly in view of the 
seml-official note published here anrounc- 
ing the strofig disapproval of the United 
States secretary of state with the captain's 


conduct, coupled with the dignified tone of 


the American press on the subject, which is 
regarded as being noteworthy and as test{- 
fying to the improved German-American 
relations. 

The Vossiche Zeitung is an exception to 
this rule and pronounces itself in favor of 
demanding severe punishment for Captain 
Coghlan.

“WOULD ROT IN JAIL,” WERE HIS WORDS 


He Was Imprisoned for Not Turning 
Over $918 to a Receiver—He Ad- 
mitted to the Court That 
He Had the Funds at 
One Time. 


Berry Wright, the negro who has been 
zonfined in the Fuiten county jail for four 
years,was released yesterday. A hearing on 
a special petition Was granted by Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday afternoon, and at the 
end the hearing Judge Lumpkin an- 
nounced that he would release Berry from 
the custody of the law, and allow him toe 
go, but that if at any time it appeared 
that he fwas using the money which it is 
Claimed he has, he is to be apprehended 
by the officers and r¢cimprisoned. 

During [the four years Berry has been in 
jail he has been in contempt of court. He 
refused, at his first trial, four vears ago, to 
give up $918, Which he admitted he had, to 
the receiver. He said yesterday that he 
was so frightened auring his first trial he 
did not know what was the matter with 
him. 

Berry showed the greatest emotion dur- 
ing the hearing yesterday, and when Judge 
Lumpkin announced his decision, Berry 
broke down anil wept for joy at his re- 
gained freedom. He said, when asked, that 
he wept because he was so grateful to the 
court and his lawyer. 

“fam grateful for all they have done for 
me. I am glad I am free,’ he wailed be- 
tween tears. “No, sif, 1 ain't going to try 
to get chat m@ney or find out about it. I 
ain't going to think of it any more. My 
people won't €o; my people won't do.” 

This was all Berry would say, but his 
face was lit with an expréssicn of simple 
gratitude for the release which the court 
had allowed him. 

After the order had been signed, Berry 
hunted for the sheriff's office. He found 
some of the deputies and he seemed loath 
leave them. He seemed to want to 
go back to his old place in th e jail. ; 

He has been treated well ae he has 
been in the jail. He has filled the position 
of cook for the prisoners, and has made 
himself very useful. He was a valuable 
aid to Sheriff Nelms. 

Berry’s Strange Experience. 

There are few cases in the annals of the 
state similar to that of Berry Wright. 
He has, in the eyes of his supporters, 
been a martyr, to the perfidy, perjury and 
theft of some of those with whom he has 
been associated.

was organized in Atlanta 
what was known as the Elder-Dempsey- 
Gaston Liberian Kmigration “Company. 
Berry became interested in the affairs of 
the company. He was made an officer by 
the agents of the concern, and was placed 
in charge of a large amount of money—$15 
it is alleged. 

The object of the company was to trans- 
port the negroes of this country to Africa. 
The prospectus of the concern was very 
alluring to the negroes, and many of them 
fiocked into the fold, and. their pennies 
were taken from them and placed into a 
common fund which they w led to be- 
lieve would some day be responsible for 
their trip to Africa, the land of plenty, as 
it was called. 

After a large amount of money had been 
collected, the agents fell to quarreling. 
The quarre! grew to an affair of large pro- 
portions, and so great was the disturbance 
that it wes agreed that the money which 
had been obtained should b2 put away un- 
til the quarre) was settled. 

There was in the company a negro by 
the name of Drakeford, and another named 
Upson, alias Upshaw. A negro woman 
named Kilgore*was also interested with 
the leaders. 

Itis claimed by Drakeford that the mono 
was turned over to Berry in a quantity i" 
sacks. Berry now claims that he turned 
the money over to Upshaw, and says he 
never saw any of it. 

The Kilgore woman was one of the 
strong witnesses against Berry. She claim- 
ed to know all about it, and being the 
main witness, was largely responsible. for 
the incarceration of Berry for so long a 
time. 
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The First Trial. : 

After the quarre] had subsided to an ex- 
tent, Berry was called on for the money. 
He denied having it, and said that he 
Knew nothing of it. ) Thi s angered some of 
the negroes, and ws court was asked to 
appoint a receivef for the affairs of the 
Organization. The court appointed Percy 
Adams. Berry was called on by the court 


for the money and the receiver also asked. 


for it, but Berry said he would not give it 
up. 
During the hearing Berry was placed on

the stand and said he would not give up the 
money. He acknowledged that he had it, 
but said he would go to jail and rot before 
he would surrender the money. This answ er 
to the leading question of his examination 
brought down the wrath of the court, and 
he was imprisoned in the jail. He has stol- 
faly refused to give up the amount, and 
fince his first’ week in jail has said he 
knew nothing of the money. 


He has been interviewed many times 
about it, and Ras gone so far as to say 


that he did not care, but would remain in 
jail all his Nfe. His indifference has caus- 
ed little sympathy for him. Recently, 
however, he has become desirious to get 
Out of the jail. 

He employed an attorney, John Walker, 
and the hearing took place yesterday. 

His Release Granted. 

Berry was at the court yesterday after- 

noon when his case was called. There were 


present some of his friends, and some 
of what he calied his persecutors. 
Berry did not speak to these when, he 


entered the room, although some of them 
had not seen him during the four years 
he was imprisoned, 

The petition in which Berry said he knew 
nothing of the money, had never seen it 
and at the-present time did not Know of 
{ts whereabouts, if it ever existed, was 
read to the court. 

Mr. Watker read the law regarding the 
care. Rerry was sworn and asked about 
Ms efforts before the present time to get 
out of jail. ‘ry said he had tried many 
times to employ an ‘attorney , but had been 
unsuccessful, as he couldn't get any of 
them to represent him without a fee in 
advance, : 

He said he had no money and_was forced 
to work in the jail. He was-given nickels 
and dimes from time to time until he 
saved enough to employ him.an attorney, 
and he was present before. the court today 
to ask for his release. 

James [.. Mayson appeared for the com- 
pany, and said that he did not want toa 
see Berry turned loose if there was any 
probabiiity that he had the money. 

Judge Lumpkin said that he would not 
be willing to release Berrv if there was 
any probability that he was guilty, but 
that he had been confined in jail fot some 
time and that he thought that the punish- 
ment had been considerable.

NEGRO MINERS ARE BARRED. 


Governor Jones Won’t Allow Colored 
Coel Diggers To Enter State. 
Little Rock, Ark., Aprii 24.—The situa- 
tion in the coal mining strike in the west- 
ern part of this state, which has been on 
for three weeks, is becoming badiy strain- 
ed. At some places small riots have we- 
curred. Some six thousand miners are on 
a strike in Arkansas and the Indian Ter- 
ritory, and the mines are practically at a 

standstill. 

Information has been received that 
field is to be flooded with negro 
from North Carolina. Judge Rogers, of the 
United States court at Fort Smith, has is- 
sued an injunction restraining miners and 
Others from interfering with.any one de- 
Siring to work the mines, and Goévernor 
Jones has issued a counter order declaring 
that the peace of the state demands the 
exclusion of negroes and authorizing the 
sheriff of Sebastian county to prevent their 
landing in Arkansas, 

The governor declares that, while it is 
necessary that the mines should be worked, 
it is more important that the peace of the 
state be preserved, and declares he will 
mploy every power he possesses to that 
end.

The condition of life in a country where two races live in. common 


is always one full of peril. It has been truly written by an English his- 


torian that “no inferior race can stand ‘up before the Ang- 
glo-Saxon and live.” Of course, the writer meant that no 
races could occupy the same. territory on perfectly even 
terms. The right of the superior race to rule the ignor- 
ance within it, is something which may be argued against, 
but which can never be removed. The citadel of that race 
is in its women, and the integrity of these women, who are the mothers of 
the race, is the prize for which their fathers and brothers will lay down their 
lives, and for the violation of which they will exact life! To talk about 
this, one way or the other, is idle—the fact is imprinted in the heart, and is 
as immutable as the laws of the Medes and Persians. 

The nearest approach to co-operation of races in the same territory 
which has ever been made is that now existing in the southern states of 
our union. The white man carried with him into the fields of the south 
traditions which have descended to him through the whole history of his 
race—masterful, governing, invincible. The colored race, the most docile of 
the inferior races, content to dwell in the tents of his white neighbor, be- 
cause measurably Christianized, and happily adapted himself to the situation. 
The proportion of criminals was really small. , 

Disturberg made their appearance among these people. They were incit- 
ed to distrust the people among whom they lived, and who alone, in the 
whole history of the world, had made any progress in civilizing them.

Here we have the facts so arranged in sequence that the argument 
becomes plain.

This is as true in 
government as in church. While 95 per cent of the col- 
ored race, as stated by Mr. Inman, are law-abiding, or per- 
haps “neutral” would be a better word, their force and in- 
fluence is not felt in the prosecution of it. A white wo- 
man is outraged; the negro 95 per cent makes no appearance in the work of 
prosecution; it fails to deliver up the criminal, and hence it fails to divorce 
itself from his crime. When Holt ran from the Cranford mansion he was 
for ten days in the hands of members of his race. While the whites were 
pursuing him, the blacks were furnishing him with food, aiding his pass- 
age through obscure ways and keeping his whereabouts secret. Herein lies 
the weakness of the colored race and herein lies the: reason why their cries 
against certain visitations go unheeded and will continue to go unheeded 
until they rise up to the dignity of placing their criminals under tHe ban 
and delivering them up to justice. Tor ten days the state was horror-strick- 
en with the Cranford crime—the criminal was abroad—not a religious or 
teaching body of the negro race aligned itself with outraged law; no appeal 
was made to the evangelical association for the passage of resolutions— 
if the white men could catch the criminal they would be denounced for pun- 
ishing him—lynching would be denounced if resorted to; Mrs. Cranford’s 
chastity would be: cross-questioned if the case was taken into court. Under 
no circumstance would the wretch have been delivered up to the nor-guilty 
$5-per-cent—but here the question arises: does not their indifference render 
them censurable after the fact?

As we 
write, such a case is at hand. In the adjoining county of Fayette, a man 
standing high in church and property, with large family connections, was 
accused of crime. Instead of being spirited away and hidden out, he was 
promptly arrested, confined in jail and must undergo a vigorous trial. ‘That 
is the white method. That is what the negroes, all the way down from 
Palmetto to Marshallville, should have done; but unless they arouse them- 
selves from the false feeling of comradeship for criminals, they must con- 
tinue to bear the blame. 

“J There are today in the city of Atlanta scores of black criminals, refu- 
gees from other places, whose crimes and identity are known to their fel- 
lows. They are received and sheltered and taken care of. Let the col- 
ored 95 per cent begin its work of good citizenship by giving these people 
up. Let the good men in the colored race—and there are good men in it 
—draw a definite line between themselves and lawbreakers. Let them aid 
the law by punishing the guilty 5 per cent, and thus prove, in the most 
effectual way, that they are not themselves sympathizers with lawlessness. 

The 95 per cent of law-aiding whites frankly confesses that it cannot 
break\up the 5 per cent of lawless blacks unless the black 95 per cent comes 
to their help. 

If this call is answered, let it not be by speeches and resolutions, but 
by the actual surrender of criminals. A sheriff stands ready for their re- 
ception in every county...

It will be noted that Mr. Donalson 
takes small stock in the various reme- 
dies which have been suggested—one to 
place the articles manufactured by 
trusts on the free list, and the other to 
make the trusts powerless for evil by 
increasing the supply of money—by ap- 
plying what the money power calls “‘in- 
flation’”’ to the evil. We have had a 
protective tariff in former years, and 
no trusts were formed as the result; but 
never in the history of the country was 
there such a-contraction of values and 
such a disastrous money famine as ensued 
in 1893 and continued until 1896 as the 
result of the increased purchasing pow- 
er of gold. : 

It was then that the money power 
made itself complete master of the situ- 
ation, and it continues to occupy that po- 
sition. This lack of money has de- 
stroyed hundreds of thousands of bus- 
iness investments in this country; the 
oldest firms have gone to the wall; and 
the most reputable business men have 
found themselves stripped of both cap- 
ital and credit. 

From time immemorial the business 
enterprises and the industrial .progress

thing in the world that a man of ener-. 
gy and enterprise is possessed of the 
capital necessary to carry out the 
schemes which are formed in his mind. 
Indeed, if he had the capital, the prob- 
ability is that the wings of his ambition 
would be clipped. It is the very lack of 
capital, the anxiety to accumulates a

But since 1893, the owners of capital 
have been hoarding their money. This 
has been due to the conditions created by 
the gold\.standard.

them, having their ambition whetted by

¢apital in the formation of trusts and 
monopolies, instead of lending it in 
smal] amounts to firms and individuals. 

Now this is the genesis of the trusts 
as they exist today, and the capital, real 
and watered, represented by them al- 
ready foots up THREE THOUSAND 
MILLIONS. This would seem to give 
the trusts an appearance of top-heavi- 
ness, but the majority of them have 
been organized under the auspices of 
gome of the ablest financiers the world 
has ever seen. _ Some of the trusts 
will collapse without a doubt, and sweep 
away the money that outsiders have in- 
vested in their bonds, but as long as the 
supply of\money .is regulated by the 
production of gold—unless some marvel- 
ously large deposit of that metal is dis- 
covered—the majority of the trusts will 


‘survive’ and they will succeed in cut- 


ting the ground from under the feet of 
individual enterprise. 

Mr. Donalson is right in. suggesting 
that low prices do not stand for pros- 
perity in a wealth-producing nation. The 
gold standard was adopted by England 
for her own benefit, and every move-

Seven Sunday Cases Decided by the 
Recorder Yesteraay—The Defend- 
ants Are Fined.

At some of the shops the police 
have noticed a class of men who never 
drink anything that is as mild as soda 
water, and men that were drunk have been 
seen from time to time. 

It was for the purpose of first ascertain- 
ing whether these shopmen with lunch 
licenses can sell drinks of any kind on 
Sunday, and, second, to ascertain whether 
the ‘“‘white hops’ was only beer under a 
new name. 

The recorder decided that the shopmen 
could not sell liquid refreshments under a 
lunch license, and fined them éach $1.75.

SOUTHERN HISTORY 


The recent action of the Atlanta camp 
of confederate Veterans in appointing a 
committee to examine and report upon the 
southern histories now used in the public 
schools of this state is a step in the right 
direction, and it is one of the natural re- 
sults of the growing interest of our neople 
fn such historical works as deal with the 
clvil war. ' | 
Doubtless the Confederate Veterans, the 
Daughters of the Confederacy and the Sons 
of Veterans have had much to do with this 
revival of popular interest in the preserva- 
tion of the important facts of our war his- 
tory. They are patriotic, useful and active 
organizations, and their influence cannot 
fai) to make itself felt whenever they 
choose to exert it. 

The Atlanta camp has collected: some val- 
uable historical notes and contributions 
from time to time, and its able and inde- 
fatigable historian, Judge R. L. Rodgers, 
is doing splendid work in his spectal field. 
Occasionally the camp publishes rotable 
articles, speeches and reports throwing new 
light upon confederate history. and within 
the past few days T. K. Oglesbv’s fine pa- 
per on “The Shackling of Jefferson Da- 
vis’ has been published in pamphlet shane, 
and also a very interesting report, with the 
following title, “Captain W: H. Harrison 
Shows That Cooper's History Does Not Do 
the South Justice.”’ 

Both papers were read before the camp, 
and resolutions were adopted in favor of 
their publication. 

Captain Warrison’s unfavorable criticism 
of the textbook, “Our Country,”’ written 
by Professors Cooper, Estill and Lemon, of 
Texas, to meet the wants of southern 
schools, was largely the result of the active 
interest taken in the matter by Professor 
B. M. Zettler, formerly of Macon, but now 
of this city. The professor has closely ex- 
amined many textbooks on southern his- 
tory, and severa}] months ago he called the 
attention of Judge Rodgers to the Cooper 
book, mentioning or pointing out certain 
omissions and paragraphs which he consid- 
ered objectionable. -Later, at the January 
meeting of the camp, he asked Judge Rod- 
gers, as the historian of the ‘organization, 
to take the floor and make a speech against 
the book, but, as the judge had not read 


fects.and omissions. The matter was re- 
ferred to Captain Harrison, the secretary, 


work, @aptain Harrison undertook the task, 
and some weeks afterwards read a report 
objecting to the Cooper history..chiefly be- 
cause it contained no mention of certain 
battles and engagements, and in some 
chapter devoted only a few lines to. con- 
federate successes and exploits, which the 
author of the report thought worthy of 
more space and a more appreciative men- 
tion. : 
Captain Harrison is himself quite an au- 
thority upon our civil war history, and 
those who have seen his manuscript vol- 
ume of war sketches, which will probably 
be published in the near-future, speak of it 
in the most complimentary ‘terms.

Womea 1S IUD Meets. 

A debate on corporal punishment for 
children and a lecture on “‘The New Eth- 
ics’’ Were the atiractions which drew a 
large representation’ of women to the At- 
lanta Woman's Club yesterday. 

Mrs. Patillo, president of the club, first 
read a circular letter from the Massachu- 
setts federation of woman’s clubs calling 
on all the woman’s clubs of America to 
Sanction an appeal in the name of the 
women of America represented by the na- 
tional federation which they intend to pre- 
sent to congress and which embodies their 
Plea for thoughtful aud earnest considera- 
tion of the evils and honors of war. They 
applaud, too, the czar’s suggestion for a 
peace congress. All presidents of women’s 
clubs were urged to sign this plea under 
approval of the members of their organi- 
Zation. 

After some discussion Mrs. Patillo was 
empowered to add her signature. 

It was announced that Mr. John Garland 
Pollard, of Virginia, will leeture at the 
club on May i3th. 

Mrs. Thirkield postpones the meeting of 
the literaturé and art section until Friday, 
May oth. Mrs. Hinman will then read an 
excellent paper on the subject for discus- 
Sion. 

Mrs. John C. Reed then took the chair to 
conduct the section of current events and 
announced the subject: for the afternoon 
to be “The Use of the Switch as a Means 
of Discipline for Children.’’ Mrs. Reed, 
before submitting the question to the house, 
evinced in a few words of introduction to 
the discussion that she was not in sympa- 
thy with corporal punishment. The leaders 
of the debate being ill, volunteers were 
caHNed upon and Miss Whaley responded 
in a few bright words that were received 
with applause. She said she had been 
convinced of the fact that children should 
not be punished by whipping ever since she 
had read what Emerson said on the sub- 
ject, viz, that he always felt mean after 
whipping a child beeause it seemed to him 
that-to beat one’s inferior in. size and 
Strength was a poor way to convince that 
person of the error of his ways. 

Mrs. Willis answered in favor of the rod: 
she cited the definition in Webster’s una- 
bridged, which gives among the meanings 
of rod,’ ‘power, authority.”” In accord- 
ance with this treatment, she maintained 
that the use of the rod is permissible as 
one of the offices of those who have in 
charge the discipline of children. She Qe- 
clared, however, that it should only ve a 
Jast. resort and a child properly’ reared 
would not require it after the age of five 
or six years, 

Mrs. Julia O'Keefe Nelson recommended 
that the newspaper article on this subject 
from the pen of Mr. Pappenheimer be read 
by all who are interested in the subject, 
and that his argument would be convinc- 
ing.

MADAME VALE, ,SILVERSMITH. 


Chicago Genius Who Is an Author 
and Painter. 

Fancy being able to go fo your own 
forge and create miracles in gold, silver 
and enamel jewelry to match any scheme 
of color you choose to wear? This is ex- 


actly what Mrs. Wynne can do. You should 


see her wonderfully picturesque effects in 
filmy Oriental or iridescent textiles, set 
off ‘by buckles, brooches, buttons, girdles, 
hair ornaments, ete., of her own design 
and manufacture, and this is but the alpha- 
bet of her metal work, for it embraces 
lampshades, sconces, boxes, ladles, spoons, 
tankards, bowls, trays—in fact, anything 
and everything that was ever made of gold, 
silver, copper or brass. Indeed, I doubt 
if since the days of Benvenuto Cellini any 
one has brought such love of handicraft, 
such a passion for creation, and such in- 
dividuality of expression into metal work. 

“She is without doubt the only woman 
silversmith in the world. There are a. few 
clever women designers of jewels, but Mrs. 
Wynne actually does every bit of the work 
herself, from the time that the metal is 
crude ore until it is a finished work of 
act." 

Although Madeieine Yale Wynne, author 
of the much-talked-of “Little Room,” and 
otner clever stories—frequent exhibitor of 
paintings at the art--institute, a brilliant 
society woman—a modeler and designer, 
was by no means unfamiliar to me, Made- 
leine. Yale Wynne, silversmith, sounded 
so unique and interesting that I immedi- 
ately sought to learn more about her latest 
expression in art, at her beautiful home in 
Ritchie place. ; 

HOW MRS. WYNNE WORKS. 

“The »work I do,’’ said Mrs. Wynne, “is 
practically what the old workmen of In- 
dia, and indeed all other nations did be- 
fore machinery came to corrupt, and in- 
vention took the place of imagination. 
Some one has said that I work like a native 
who has taste but no education. I use the 
crude ore just°as it comes from the mines 
when I can get it, but more often have to 
take the metals from the rolling mills,, 
where they have been melted and rolled 
into sheets. From that moment my per- 
sonality alone determines what form the 
metal is to take. I heat and hammer, 
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heat and hammer, burnish, press and | 
shape as my imagination leads, unham- 
pered by the academic, or the demands of 
manufacturer and dealer. 

‘Metals have temperaments just as much 
as people, and I should consider it a sin 
to warp one into a form antagonistic to its 
nature. From the time a metal comes into 
my hands we are co-operative, and I never 
ask it for anything that does not belong to 
it temperamentally. But now you would 
perhaps Hke to see some of my work,” 
bringing all sorts of quaint and bizarre 
hand-wrought ornaments. 

“Everything that I do is in color,” and 
from the basket came a delicious study in 
browh, a heavy silver twist irregularly en- 
ameled in brown to which was attached an 
ooze belt of the same shade; then some 
queerly twisted silver buckles enameled in 
strange blues and greens; here was a deli- 
cate clasp of transparent blue ename! to 


| harmonize with a crush belt of changeable 


silk. “This is simply a scheme in color 
with a tendency to irridescence,’’ explained 
the clever woman. “Color for me ex- 
presses the whole gamut of the emotions, 
while form is purely intellectual.” 

But perhaps the most fascinating of these 
archaic creations were some gorgeous. cloak 
fasteners in copper studded over with bril- 
liant hued enamels, to be held together with 
thongs of braided leather, which might easi- 
ly hdve been made to fasten the cloak of @ 
Boadicea, or an Egyptian queen. In contrast 
to these was a beautifully hammered ond 
beaten odd-shaped silver buckle with de- 
pressons and open work, giving the effect 
of exquisite embroidery or lace. 

“These depressions and open work,” said 


the silversmith in reply to my quesiions, ‘“‘l | 


make according to my eye with a kind of 
awl while the silver is still hot. Fou have 
to exercise great care in working in silver; 
it has a decided temper of its own, and if 
you uhdertake to force it or subject it to 
the heat for too long a time, it stiffens and 
becomes obdurate; it may deceive you and 
yield to the hammer for a little, but it 
eventually breaks and—‘love’s labor’s lost.’ 
If, however, you keep it under the blow- 
pipe until it is just a cherry red, all its 
Particles readjust themseives into their orlg- 
inal soft and ductile condition, and you get 
that plastic quality that makes it as ‘clay 
in the hands of the potter.’ These depres- 
sions and openings are exactly what light 
and shade are in a picture.” 
HER WORK SHOP. 

After this, of.course, must come a visit 
to the little shop at the top of the house, 
overlooking the blue lake, where Mrs. 
Wynne makes her beautiful dreams come 
true. Here were found the few simfMe im- 
plements that served the fifteenth and six- 
teenth century artists for their immortal 
handwork in metals. A forge, blow’ pipe, 
huge pair of shears, hammers, fires, awis, 
burnishers and polishers. 

Mrs. Wynne’s work is indeed a complete 
geting away from the_ conventional, 
smooth, artificial machine work of the pres- 
ent day, with its endless repetition of the 
same patterns. It has altogether an ab- 
original air, reminding one of those won- 
ders of pre-historic times, for which people 
in these cays are willing to pay fabuious 
prices; yet it cannot be said to be Aztec, 
Byzantine, Renaissance or ‘Florentine, but 
has a quality all its own—the individuality 
of its creator, 

Mrs.- Wynne’s remarkable versatility 
cffers a pleasing study in heredity. Daugh- 
ter of the inventor of the Yale lock, she has 
inherited his mechanical skill along with 
his artistic tendencies, for he too was a 
painter. Moreover, as a little girl she had 
the same manual training as her brothers. 
When only ten years old, her father took 
her one day into his shop, saying: “My 
daughter it is time that you iearned to use 
tools,”’ and presented her with a lathe. The 
next, day she cut herself rather severely in 
the palm of the hand, and upon showing 
the wound to her father, he said: ‘Yes, 
that is the mark of a workman, and you 
Will carry that honorable scar to the end 
of your days.’’ When she had mastered 
the lathe, had a long course in me- 
chanical drawing, and afterwards under 
ner father’s instruction learned to draw 
buds, leaves and flowers in the most min- 
ute mannef, so that as a young girl she 
was a good draughtsman. From her moth- 
er, Who was 2 constant contributor to the 
periodicals, ‘she inherited the Lterary tal- 
ent which has voiced itself in her finely 
imaginative, most enticing’ and elusive

stories. George Cable said of her paintings 
that they were like Hawthorne's stories, 
arid a distinguished French artist upon 


seeing one of her ornaments in metal said: 
“Madam, one does not need a great canvas 
to make a pic.ure; you have made a picture 
with: this bit of enamel,’’

Jackson had only beem employed at the 
Prudential building two weeks. Yesterday 
afternoon he was at work on the-thrid fogs 
dusting the elevator in¢losures. The ele 
vator commonly used fot hauling freight, 
which is run by W. D. Nicholson, had gone 
up to the tenth floor, where it stopped for 
a moment or In somé manner Jacksog 
managed to open the do@r of the elevator 
inclosure of the freight jsnaft and. begam: 
dusting the inside of the! thaft. The eleva 
tor descended and did ‘not stop until i 
struck Jackson a terrific blow on the heat ~ 
the force of which wrenched his ‘body ints 
the elevator. One arm was. caught betweer 
the sides of the elevator and the shaft amd = 
was literally torn from the. shoulder. 

W. D. Nicholson, who was running the” 
elevator, did not see the man until witha” 
a foot or so of him, when it was too late] 
to prevent the accident.

As soon*as the elevator stopped at the” 
third floor Nicholson rushed out and Wweat| 
to the engine room in the basement.
